The Atchafalaya U flooded in the 


sugar bowl country of south Louisi- 
ana and the Mississippi river is nearly 
two feet above flood stage at Arkan- 
sas City and Vicksburg and just in 
flood stage at Baton Rouge. 


The Tennessee river at Chattanooga 


is rising slowly, threatening to reach 
flood sta,ge of 33 feet, inconveniencing 
lowland residents. 


Small streams were lowering today 


in east Kentucky and the Tallahatchie 
river flood in Mississippi was drifting 
down into Sharkey

Monroe Hit Hunlost 


Monroe was the hardest hit city in 


the flood sections, but clear weather 
was aiding u flight along 20 miles of 
levees on the Ouachita and prospects 
for holding the levees brightened. 


Five thousand men were thrown in- 


to the battle against the Ouachita riv- 
ei and practically all labor in Monroe 
wa; sent behind the dikes to con- 
tinc the fight. 


High schools closed in Monroe and 


students went in to battle the high 
water. Many business houses suspend- 
ed temporarily. 


Tcnsas parish officials announced, 


that the levees at Monroe and West 
Monroe appeared to be able to stand 
the- strain, but if there were further 
rains the situation would become s.e- 
rious. 


The United States steamboat Berge- 


land left for Buckhorn Bend, a .few 
miles below Monroe, with 50 workers 
and 50,000 sandbags to mend crevasses 
of last week which are flooding a 
large part of Ouachita parish. 


The river at Monroe was nearly 10 


feet above flood stage with an inch or 
two more of water predicted. 


At Alexandria, the Red River was 


nearly a foot higher than the 1927 
high mark of 42,35 feet and was pre- 
dicted to reach 44 to 44.5 feet in the 
next few days. Flood stage at Alex- 
andria is 3' feet. A thousand men 
were employed on the levees in the 
Alexandria area.

To Oust Governor 


Conspiracy Is Charged 


Agains Senator Long 


and King in Action 


LAKE CHARLES, La.—(^-Charg- 


ing conspiracy between Huey P. Long 
and Alvin O. King to seize the gov- 
ernor's office, Dr. Paul N. Cyr Mon- 
day requested the District Court at 
Lake Charles to remove King from the 
governorship and turn the office over 
to Cyr. 


Dr. Cyr, reviewed the history of the 


case, elating buck to last fall when he 
attempted as lieutenant governor to 
remove Long from the .governor's of- 
fice on the grounds that Long was a 
United States senator. 


When the suit was filed, King was 


on an inspection tour of the flooded 
area and Long was on a train between 
here and Washington. 


Dr. Cyr was represented 
in Lake 


Charles by an attorney and remained 
tit his headquarters in the Louisiana 
hotel in Baton Rouge. In a statement 
Cyr denied that he was ejected from 
the Heidlcberg hotel for failure to pay 
his .hotel bill as indicated by Senator 
Long. 


Roy Heidelberg, manager of the Ho- 


tel, in a letter to Dr. Cyr said he ask- 
td Cyr to leave the hotel because he 
did not want his hotel to be designat- 
ed as "the present seat of .govern- 
ment" after he had congratulated King 
on becoming governor. 


Dr. Cyr referred to Senator Long 


in a statement Monday night as a 
"moonshine doctor," and "blasphemer 
of the Holy Bible," and closed: 


"May 1 add that should Huey Long 


have anything further to say about 
me, I invite him to do so in such 
close proximity that I may have the 
opportunity of placing my five fingers 
on that blossoming nose of his."

Ruthven of Baxter Criti- 


cizes Highway Depart- 


ment Proposal 


MOUNTAIN HOME.-County Judge 


Ruthven of Baxter county, who is sec- 
retary of the Arkansas County Judges 
Association, strongly objects to the 
plan of the state Highway Commission 
to take the one-cent turnback from 
the gasoline tax from the counties. 
Judge Ruthven criticized the resolu- 
tion adopted by the state Highway 
Commisson Firiday, which asks the 
governor to call a special session of 
the legislature, to pass 
legislation 


which would deprive the counties of 
Inis revenue. 


"It seems to me that the state High- 


way Commission has made a blunder," 
he,said. "They.propose to take the 
one cent tax which goes to the coun- 
ties and apply it on the bonded in- 
debtedness of special districts in the 
various counties, so these bonds will 
not fall back on the taxpayers of the 
counties. 
. ' 


"The presumption that these bonds 


will fall back on the counties is ridic- 
ulous. Regardless of present road 
contracts, or new construction, the 
people will not tolerate having the 
bonds come back on them. 


"The bonded counties have been 


charged with this indebtdeness and 
the amount of the bonds in each 
county has been withheld from their 
apportionment of highway funds. Un- 
bonded counties have been given cash, 
in new construction to offset these 
debts in the bonded counties. 


"Now 
if these bonds, which have 


been assumed by the Highway De- 
partment for the bonded counties are 
not paid, it is no fault of the taxpay- 
ers in those counties, and this issue is 
too dangerous even to anticipate. 
I 


have no criticism of anyone, but if an 
error has been made in financial reck- 
oning, some one is at fault and it is 
not the taxpayers in the bonded coun- 
ties. They never will be compelled to 
again assume that burden. 


"The Highway Commission proposes 


to refund some of the bonds. There 
may be virtue in the refunding prop- 
osition. The object no doubt, is new 
construction. This is a question for 
the people to settle thrugh their rep- 
resentatives in the legislature, and I 
have no doubt that the representatives 
will be fully advised as to the wishes 
of their constituents, in event of a 
special session. It resolves itself into 
the much debated question of whether 
more road bonds shall be sold, and 
this will be the reeal issue. The coun- 
ty judges refused to take recognition 
of this in their' last meeting, feeling 
that it should be determined by the 
people. 


"The reported effort of, the Highway 


Commission to take the one-cent gas 
tax now going to the counties will be 
resisted to the last ditch. The taking 
of this one-cent tax will be a func- 
tion of the legislature and I have no 
fear of it. 


•The county judges of 
Arkansas 


have fought for a stabilized income :-o 
that county road programs miyht be 
undertaken with some assurance that 
funds would be available. This one- 
cent tax is the first step that has 
been made in that direction and it 
will not be surrendered. There is now 
due the counties $250,000 which never

WASHINGTON.-(#>) -The Recon- 


struction Finance Corporation was 
ready Monday night to go to the aid 
of American business and agriculture 
with the commissions of its directors 
formally signed by President Hoover. 


To meet demands for speed, the 


Senate waived its rules and sent to 
the White House two days early the 
confirmation of Charles G. Dawes as 
president and Harvey C. Couch, and 
Jesse Jones as directors. 


Mr. Hoover promptly signed 
the 


commissions and Tuesday they can do 
business legally after taking oath. The 
commission already has its $500,000,- 
000 of capital stock from the treasury. 


The nomination of Wilson McCar- 


thy, of Utah, to be the other director 
was submitted to the Senate by the 
president and he will be confirmed 
by Wednesday, completing the make- 
up of the gigantic relief organization.

gandlzing" against the bill. 


He read a letter from a Virginia 


banker saying tiiat the Interim Com- 
mittee of the American Bankers As- 
sociation was wiring to bankers to 
have them wire protests to the Senate 
against the bill.

Actually, the Shanghai situation calls for an internation* 


al police raid—not a war. The United States will be one' of 
four nations swinging a billy-club to protect its own citizens 
against the warring Chinese and Jans; and we should take 
care while doing so that England, France and Italy don't go 
off and leave us with a war all our own, 


After our last European experience it ought to be ob- 


vioua that any time America dinls out with her neighbors we 
are likely to be left with the check. 


The gravest danger-before our people is that they will 


underestimate the power of the Japanese, and misunderstand 
the trade factors which could turn a Japo-American war into 
a European bonanza and'an American disaste^. . 


Japan holds in the Orient the-same dominant^ military 


and industrial position enjoyed by Germany in Europe prior 
to the World war. The Japanese take Asia's raw materials 
and turn them into manufactured goods, selling them back 
to Asia. But the European powers are represented in the 
Same business. Japan happens to be America's best custom- 
er in the Far East, and if we allow ourselves to be drawn into 
a position more belligerent than Europe, then in addition to 
some European bad debts we shall have a cancelled Asiatic 
account. I'm not insinuating Europe would steal the Japanese 
trade away from us—'I'm stating it for a fact.

This, of course, is only a threatened danger. The actual 


problem is China, whose complete governmental breakdown, 
with civil.war and banditry throughout the provinces, has 
caused Japan to take-action. We Americans, sympathetic for 
the underdog, wonder what can be done about China—but as 
one observer pointed out last Sunday, "The Japanese say to 
the world that China is no longer a nation; it is merely a 
geographical division." 
It would be wise,, before concerning oui'selves with jus- 


tice for China, first to get law for China. A people can live 
without justice, but no nation can live without law. There 
was a Caesar when Christ was born, and there will have to 
be some semblance of government on the part of the Chinese 
before the rest of the world can do anything for them. Trade 
and civilization depend on orderly processes—and whether 


we tratle with China as a Chinese nationalist government, or 
a protectorate of Japan, depends entirely on the Chinese. , 


The American people would7 do well, also, to remind 


themselves that their own house is on fire. Thirty yea a 
after the Spanish-American war we still find ourselves hol- 
ing onto the Philippines although we promised 12 million 
Malays independence the day we went into Mamia-j-anu 
have been lyttff about it fever since, simply because Americans 
.have a few mipoh dollars invested in what they knew from 
the start was* temporary vehtiire in the islands. 


Yet the Philippines lie farther east than Japan does-- 


farthr from our American coast. They cannot be defended 
'in war. The nearest' American naval base is Pearl Harbor in 
Hawaii, under the shadow of California. .Yet these far-off 
islands with their tariff-free copra going into the manu- 
facture of artificial butter, soap, and other vegetable oil pro- 
ducts, hurt our native far mgoods;'and.by their proximity 
to Asia keep us perpetually entangled in n political situation 
for which there is neither rhyme nor reason. 


What the American people need in this the 156th year 


of their independence is a philosophy of statesmanship that 
will indicate both to the people at home and to our commer- 
cial explorers abroad'just where we will draw the line ot 
American power and protection and influence. 


We are encumbered with useless and dangerous posses- 


sions, picked tip haphazardly in sentimental wars, and we 
are strung out too often and too far. 


I am reminded of that chapter of ancient history which 


to me has always seemed more inspiring than any conquest. 
It is the story of a surrender. And it happened in Old Rome. 


The Emperor Trajan (98-117 A. D.) had extended the 


Roman Empire over all the known world. It reached from 
Gibraltar to India. The Roman legions litrally ran them- 
selves to death keeping up with it. 


The next emperor, Hadrian (117-138), cared more for 


the safety of the populace than its applause. He took a prun- 
ing knife and cut off the Far East provinces. He trimmed the 
Roman Empire down to Constantinople-—and Historian Rid- 
path, where I read it as a boy in knickerbockers years ago, 
says that by this one courageous act the Emperor Hadrian 
perpetuated the Roman Empire a thousand years. Actually 
the Constantinople division stood until 1453, when the Turks 
captured it. 


It is not what a nation has, that counts, but what it can 


hold. And the Japanese war scare will have been worth 
while if it focuses American opinion on our shameful capture 
and dangerous occupation of the Philippines—whose inde- 
pendqnce, by the way, has been a Democratic platform plank 
for 30 years.—W.

PHOENIX, Ari.—(XP)—Opening vol- 


leys in the battle of psychiatrist? were 
fired by the defense Monday in the 
Winnie Ruth Judd murder trial after 
Dr. W. C. Judd had described his wife 
as a. frustrated woman who "dwelt on 
thoughts of a child." 


Dr. George W. Stephens, superinten- 


dent of the Arizona State Hospital 
for Insane, testified Mrs. Judd "did 
not know right from wrong" on last 
October 6 when Agnes ^Anne Le Roi 
and Hedvig Samuclson were slain. 


"She has paranoid delusions, par- 


ticularly in regard to people," Dr. Ste- 
phens said, adding that she still suf- 
fers from "dementia praecox with a 
paranoid fixation," The psychiatrist 
said the slender bobbed-haired de- 
fendant had told him a number of 
things that he was satisfied were not 
true. 


Dr. Judd told of his wife's plans for 


a child, which never materialized, and 
said that at times she seemed to be- 
lieve she had a baby. 


The trial was resumed Monday after 


a recess of several days due to the ill- 
ness of two jurors and Mrs. Judd, who 
was suffering from a severe cold. Mrs. 
Judd protested against resumption of 
the case and was threatened with 
being handcuffed before she abandon- 
ed her fight. Physicians had said she 
was able to return to the court room.
